mandatory requirements 
of the 


law under consideration: That un- 


I ion officials be bonded, and that 


no union official without bond be 
permitted to "receive, handle, dis- 
burse, or otherwise exercise cus- 
tody or control of the funds or 
other property of a labor organi- 
zation." 


The penalty for "wilful" viola- 


tion of either provision of the 1959 
Landrum-Griffin labor law is a 
maximum $10,000 fine and a year 
in prison.

the view that a union might be ex- 
cused from wilful failure to bond 
its officers, the first requirement, 
if the union made a good! faith 
effort to get bond coverage and 
still couldn't do so«

Officials see ho discretion as to 


the second requirement—that no 
union official without being bond- 
ed may handle or control union 
funds. To attempt to do so with- 
out a bond, for whatever reason, 
they say, clearly would be a will- 
ful violation.

a firm decision about what it will

do if Hoffa and other officers and 
employes at Teamsters headquar- 
ters here and in some 450 locals 
lack coverage when their present 
bond expires at noon on Feb. 8. 
But high officials said'today they 
feel they will be impelled to take 
court action, alleging violation of 
either or both requirements.

NEW YORK (AP)—The French 


ambassador to the United States, 
lerve Alphand, said today that 
France has no desire to dominate 
Europe and stands ready to ac- 
cept Great Britain into the Com- 
mon Market whenever Britain ac- 
cepts the rules of the club. 


"All these rumors about France 


wanting to create' a' sort ofj Iso- 
lationist Europe are not really 
substantiated by the facts," Al- 
phand said in an interview.

It could mean increased income 


of as much as $3 million a year 
in Montgomery county where thi 
service is being extensively used 


The program in that county wa 


outlined last Jan. 24 by Walte 
Cummings, then county agent in 
the county. Leroy Barber, whc 
succeeded him, has carried it on 


The formula is simple: take 


sample of soil, have it tested by 
the Arkansas University Testing 
Station, and follow recommenda 
tions for fertilization, of the! soi 
to gain a greater yield. 


The results can be amazing. 
According to figures originally 


outlined by Cummings, there are 
42,000 acres of cotton planted in 
Montgomery County each year. 
The average yield is 500 pounds 
per acre. 


With proper soil testing 
and 


fertilization, 
the 
average yield 


could reach 600 pounds. Multiply 
that 100 pound increase by tMe

The university president pointed 


out that'''natural ^Sources alone 
do not automatically lead to high- 
level prosperity and that broader1 


steps sfroul'cTbe taken to increase) 
the state's scientific personnel. _ 


"A major part of the industrial 


development in these times is in 
such highly scientific and complex 
fields as electronic and chemical 
industries," Mullins- told the group 
"These industries rest squarely on 
the availability of quality research 
programs." 


Mullins -said the University of 


Arkansas had accomplished! much 
with little in the field of research, 
but it remained its "most under- 
developed arm." 


He called attentipn .to the $200,- 


000 appropriation the. university is 
seeking from the current state 
legislature 
to 
strengthen 
its 


graduate and research program. 


He said a substantially larger 


investment in personnel, buildings 
and equipment must be mad'c if 
Arkansas hopes to make any real 
research headway towards Indus- 
trial development. 


Mullins, in his call for closer

leaders "and the university in re- 
search effort's, emphasize'di the! et- 
fects university research had al- 
ready had on agriculture. He in- 
serted a word of caution, too, that 
the agriculture, research program 
should not be neglected "in our 
eagerness t'o speed! up industrial' 
development."

at the meeting that $15 billion is 
spent annually in research and 
development projects and that Ar-

Mullins pointed out that federal, 


state and private financial help 
[or such projects on the campua 
had grown from.$895,000 to $1,273,- 
000 in the last two years. 


But he said Arkansas still in- 


vests far less than most southern 
schools in''graduate and research 
programs.

"A recent study,"1 he! said,, "re- 


vealed that Arkansas is trailed 
only by West Virginia in this im- 
portant area of activity in the 1G- 
state southern region. 


"The study' showed that Arkan- 


sas was spending 5 cents for $100 
of personal income, compared to 
7 cents in Mississippi, 8 in Texas, 
9 in Louisiana and' 13 in Okla- 
homa." he said.

Flees East 
Berlin on 
Wire Cable

BERLIN <AP)—It was quito a 


rcat anyway. 


Sliding along on the seal of hia 


pants, an East German trapese art 
ist fled over the heads of Commu- 
nist, border guards into West Ber- 
lin on a power cable. • 


The cable normally carries 110,- 


000 voltage—but West Berlin po- 
ice said it long had been out of 
use when Horst Klein, 36, mado 
lis escape Dec. 27. 


"Bill Klein did not know that 
Klein said he "cpulcl hear hum- 


ming and had a tickling sensation 
in my scat"—but apparently this 
,vas psychological Hecause the po- 
lice spokesman said there was no 
power In the cable. 


A professional 
trapeze 'artist, 


Klein was banned from appearing 
in East German circuses because 
he was an outspoken anti-Commu- 
nist. 


"I couldn't live any longer with- 


out the smell of the circus in my 
nostrils," he told' newsmen Thurs- 
day night. 


On the night of Dec. 27 he 


climbed a steel power pylon on 
the Communist side of the Berlin 
wall and leaped to the big por- 
celain insulator on the cable. 


What was running through his 


mind—and probably gave him the 
.sensations he reported feeling—- 
wns "if I touched the tower and 
cable at the same time, 1 could be 
turned to ashes."
